Jr is well for thinking wmen to fix their ntien
tien wpon the facis in vegard to the worle of
reconstruotion as they are actually transpiring
before our ayes, Lo the foundiog of States, it
is of the highest fmportanes that there should
be auch a general participation of the people
in the work of primary organization as shall
giva to the constitution and government whioh
may be framed & truly popular charaoter,
The day for oligarchies, in this conutry, has,
wa hope, forever passad, It i3 a wise feature
of the Reconstruction law, that all the staps in
the work contemplated hy it reguire the sano-
tion of a mejority of all the registered volors of
the State. Thus, s maujority of all the voters in
the State must firat vola for o Constitutional
Convention before one ean b held] and, in the
sevond place, when a Constitution has been
framed, it must be adopted by & majority of all
the voters in the State before it can have any
validity.

Muoh has been aaid in regard to the recent
slection in Virginia, and conservatism has
poured ont the vials of its wrath upon the
result, as thongh there had been some greal
outrage committed upon popular rights; but
we imagine that a careful examination of the
vote oast will show the somewhat remarkable
faot, that & larger proportion of the psople of
Virginia have participated in this movement
than ever befors uunited in any governmental
act in that State; and that the holding of a
Constitutional Convention has been sanctionad
by a larger majority than sny party in Vir-
ginia was enabled to command in ordinary |
elootions bafore the war.

Wa find from the official statement of the
racent vote, as given by General Schofield in
his General Order for the assembling of the
Convention, thal the total vote was 100,220—
107,342 being for a convention and 61,557
agalnst it; so that the majority in favor of a
convention was 40,450, This is by far the
Inrgost vote ever cast in Virginia, In the
Presidential election of 1560 the total vote
of the State was only 167 223, or 2000 less
than on this oceasion. Bnt it must not be
forgotten that in 1860 the State had not been
divided, so that the figures just given includs
the votes of West Virginia also. Fortunately,
wa have bafore us a table of the votes cast in
Virginia in 1860 by counties, 0 that we cangot |
the exaot figures for what constitutes the pre-
sent Btate. The whole number in what isnow
Virginia was 115,107, or only 7825 more votes
than were cast in the recent election for a con-

v and trae bills be found.

vention, In other words, at the recent elec-
tion the nuwber of citizens voting in favor of
n convention was nearly as great as the whole
voling population of the same counties in 1560
whila the total number voting upon the gques-
tion, for and against, was 04,062 greater than
the total vote in 1860,

A most wonderful contrast is also afforded
between the popular indorsement given to the
present movement for a Btate Government in
Virginia, and that accorded to the so-called
government which it is intended to supplant.
The conservatives have been vociferous in |
their demands that Virginia should be ad- |
mitted to the Uniom under that spurious Gov- |
ernment; and when the Thirty-ninth Congress |
assambled, eight anxious Congressmen were
waiting at Washington to take their seats as
Representatives of “‘the Old Dominion.” The
refusal to admit these private geutlemen to
the seats they so much desired to ocoupy, is
one of the great '‘outrages’ that passionate
Demooratio orators are so fond of laying to the
charge of Congrese. Let us look at the voles
which these men represented as compared
with those given in the late election. The
total vote cast at the Congressional election in
Virginia in 1865, under the Pierpont Frovi-
slonal Government, was only 44,5251 Com-
pare this with the 107,342 votes cast /or a Con-
vention, and the total vote of 160,220, at the
recent election. Whioch looks the more in
aocordanes with the prineiples of republican
government ! Which is the more truly demo-
oratio? Which is the more consomant with
the spirit of our institutions and the genius of
the Copstitution? Which would seem to
afford the better guaranies of a stable and
peaceful Btate Government ?

These are very important facts. They show
that the new government whose foundations
are now being laid in Virginia, is a government
Of the people. The masses are taking part in
i, 1808 nob the work of a few individuals,

The people
are Ured of the indiffurance or oollasion on the
part of certain law oflicers whosa duty it is to
soe that the eriminal i3 punished, They begin
to see the absordity of hastening to conviot a
beggar who has taken a loaf to salisfy his
bunger, and yet allow the robbara of hundrads
of dollars to go fres and flannt at the corners
of all leading streets. [Unleas during the year
now before us gome reform is mmde in the
vonrse of prosecution, the peopls will attempt
a remedy at the ballot-box. The charge of the
Judge ghould mot fall aa idle wind, It embo-
dies a great duty, and one which the respasot-
abla people of Philadelphia are determined to
ges fulfilled. We hope to be able to chronlole
a devided reform in the past manner of con-
duoting such cases, or rather of supprassing
thiern.

Important from Europe.
Tne European news by telegraph is of the
highest importance, If it can be relied upon,
it settles the movement against Rome. 1t
geems that Garibaldi has been defeated, and
either killed or taken prisoner. We faar there
i3 too good canse for orediting the account, [t
is only what we had cause to expect from the
action of the French., So often has the Papal
throne trembled that it wonld seem that we
must anticipate with Macaulsy “that she will
be great and respected when soma traveller
from New Zealand shall in the midat of a vast
solitude, take his stand on Londen Bridge to
gketch the ruins of Bt. 'aul.” With this fruit
of the policy of Napoleon comes a briel
despatch from London which states that there
bave been riots in several parts of Paris, bat
that they have bean suppressed. The coinol-
dence is worlhy of note, for a Parisian riot
generally precedes an overthrow of the esta-
blished dynasty. Itis the first affair of the
kind which bas afllicted Napoleon III, and
may be but a forerunuer of his own downfall,
We would say to him, while he holds up the
tottering thrones of his neighbort, “Physician,
heal thyself."”

Judicial Dignity,
To-pay it is expected that the Supreme Court
of the District of Columbia, sitting in bane,
will deliver an opinion on the subject of
whether Joseph H. Dradley, Sr., shall ba
allowed to practice befors the Court. We
canuot doubt the decision. Shouvld it ba other-

wise than adverse, the Court would so far de-
mean itself &s o be unworthy of its high

office. It seems to us the height of impudence
for Mr. Bradley to demand to be reinstated.
There is mnot awvother conrt in the United
States, unless it be in the wilds of unsettled
[daho, which would have tolerated one-half
the insolence of that lawyer. We would like
to gee any practitioner in Philadelphia at-
tempt such a tone before any of our courts,
Wae do not think that his name would remain
long on the list of attorneys. It is time that
the insolence of a certain olass be rabuked, and
a wholesome lesson will be taught them by
the action of the Court to-day.

Probable Result of To-day’s Elcctions,
To.paY the States of Maasachusetts, New York,
New Jereey, Maryland, Illinois, Wisconsin,
Misgouri, Kansas, and Minnesota elect Btate
officers, In Massachusetts, Maryland, Wis-
copsip, and Minnesota a CGovernor is to be
chosen; in all the rest mothing but inferior
officers, aud members of the Legislature, Wis-
congin and Minnesota choose a Legialature to
elect United States Senators in place of J, R,
Doolittle and A. W. Ramsey. It is probable
that the Democracy will gain largely in many
of these States; so largely asa to reduce our
majority in Massachusetts, because of the
lignor question, and probably to carry New
York and New Jersey. Judge Bond does not
gtand the ghost of a chance in Maryland. We
would prepare our friends for a continuation
of our late defeats. The Republican party are
not yet aronsed to a sense of the importance of
carrying the minor officers, but with a great
Presidential contest the whole vote will be
polled, and we will more than regain all that
our mistakes and apathy have lost us this fall,
